And yet 
that the whole fhou'd be a Vifion, we cannot admit 
for the fubfequent Reafons. For, 

1. Were the Paffage allow’d to bea Vifiap, we 
cou’d give little or no account of the feveral Parti- 
culars reprefented in it.

3. ihe clofe of the Paffage in §t. Luke deftroys 
the Notion of a Vifion: For thus it is concluded ;

4. It immediately follows in St. Luke, and Jefus 
return’d ir the power of the Spirit into Galilee. Now 
had the whole Performance been no other than a 
Vifion, there wou’d have been no mention made of 
fuch a return as ts. For then the meaning of the 
Expreffion muft have been, that the Vifion ceas’d. 
But this cou’d not be done in the power of the Spi- 
rit,fince for him to make a Vifion to ceafe,which be 
himfelf was the Author of,is not an Act,bur a Ceffa- 
tion of Power, 

5- Were the whole a Wifion, we cou’d not {up- 
pole, that two Evangelifts wou'd fo exactly concur 
in reprefenting a vifional appearance under the fame 
formality of a Real Hiftory. But, 

6. As for the Objeftion, that the Devil coud 
not fhew our Lord all the Kingdoms of the World in 
a Moment of time, it will eafily vanifh, if we but 
confider thefe Particulars, 

1, The Writers of thofe times call’d the Roman 
Empire, by the Name of World. And that the 
Scriptures have once at leaft made ule of the fame 
Style, we have an undeniable Inftance in St Luke 
2. 1. 

2. There is a Figure call’d Synecdoche, which 
puts a Part for the Whole. If therefere the Devil 
fhew'd our Saviour fuch a Part of the Roman Em- 
om as gave him a fenfible Conception of the Whole,

3. If it be obje&ed (as indeed it is ) that Towns,

But to 
the Queftion, whether be ihe moft commendable, to 
Weep or to Laugh at the Vices of the Age, we re- 
ply, thar this may be confider'd two ways, with re-
